Russia Challenged

The challenge was couched in 


meaningful diplomatic language 
ana/camj^as^aju-aEray, pfl>-orld 
leaders converged on" Itfew York 
for the- opening tomorrow of <a 
crucial session of the United Na- 
tions Assembly. 


Obviously referring to Russia's 


use of the veto in the security 
council, Secretary of State George 
C. ^faa shall said in an address yes- 
terday that members of the United 
Nations "nave by no means ex- 
hausted the potentialities of the 
Charter in finding ways and means 
of overcoming obstruction and oC 
meeting their common problems." 


"We find it difficult to believe," 


he said, "that members of the or- 
ganization would deliberately seek 
to destroy its structure by persist- 
ence in acts of aggression or by 
obstruction of a nature to paralyze 
the principal organs of the organ- 
ization."

John Preston, Jr., of Kearny was 
found yesterday in the old ware- 
house, in nearby 
Harrison, 
a 


leather belt tightened about his 
neck and several gashes on his 
chest and wrist. The statement 
quoted Smigelski as saying1 he 
selected the Preston boy as his 
victim because he was certain, he 
was weaker than himself and could 
be subdued easily. 


Note Aroused Suspicion* 


The FBI said the boy admitted 


the slaying after he had been 
brought to headquarters here by 
his father, Walter Smigelski, a 
lathe operator, whose ' suspicions 
had been aroused by a copy of a 
kidnap ransom note found by Mrs. 
Smigelski yesterday morning- in 
the pocket in one of the boy's 
trousers. 


A similar note crudely scrawled

"Astonishingly as it may sound, 


the most important big powers are 
distinctly closer to each other than 
they wer^e in the twenties," Lie 
said. 
"Some of the problems have 


been taken in hand by the former 
colonial people through national- 
istic 
movements for liberation. 


Here, perhaps, lie the greatest pos- 
sibilities for conflict today." 


Russia Not Mentioned 


Although Marshall did not di-

that Britain's mandate over Pales- 
tine must end—an attitude which 


, may be expected to have a marked 


influence on consideration of the 
problem of the Holy Land when it 
comes before the United Nations 
assembly when it resumes deliber- 
ations next Tuesday. 


This generation-old issue is one 


of the most controversial and at 
the same time complicated ques- 
tions with which the assembly will 
have to struggle. One of the first 
things to be considered will be the 
explosive report recently rendered 
by'the special U. N. committee the 
majority recommended that Pal- 
estine be partitioned into Jewish 
and Arab states with an econom- 
ic union. The holy cities of Jeru- 
salem and Bethlehem would be .au- 
tonomous. 


Questions Before TJX 


Britain submitted the Palestine 


question to the U. N. and this in 
itself .was an . indication ' that she 
felt the present mandate couldn't 
go on—that she would have to quit 
ultimately. The London govern- 
ment long has been getting- colos- 
sal kicks from all sides and has 
come to regard the stewardship as 
a thankless task.
